Comment 

Applicants' amendment filed March 14, 2005 has been received and entered into the 
application. Accordingly, claims 3-5, 7, 9, 10, 12, 13 and 15 have been canceled and claims 6, 8, 
1 1 and 14 have been amended. 

Because the claims as amended are limited to a combination of compounds for which 
unexpected results have been demonstrated, (see the previous Office action dated January 19, 
2005, especially page 3 at the third paragraph), the claim rejection under 35 U S C. § 103, as set 
forth in the previous Office action, has been overcome and is therefore withdrawn. 

Amendment
